PANAMA AND UN{TED STATES 


Agree as to Arrangements Respeccing 


The New Panama Canal 


Panama, Desember 5.—The § dif- 
ference between the United Slates 
and Panama, which made necessary 


the visit of United States Secretary 
of War Taft to the Isthmus was 
settled to-day by the issuance of an 
exccutive note signed by Secretary 
Taft for President Roosevelt, ind 
assented to in a letter by President 
Amador, of Panama, The order oro- 
vides that no trade for the ganal 
zone cf the republic of Panama can 
enter the ports established by the 
United States, supplies for the con- 
structicn of the canal and =§ articles 
in transit being excepted. This 
turns the customs receipis of these 
ports over to the goveriiment of Pa- 
nama, Panama agrees to reduce her 
tariff from 15 yer cent ad valorem 
to 10 per cent, This reduction <ep- 
plies to all goods, except wines, 1i- 
quers alcohol, and opium. Panama 
alsc agrees to redvece her consular 
fees and port charges to sixty per 
cent of the rates at present charged. 
Absolute free trade is tg apply be- 
tween ‘the canal zone and the repub- 
lic of Panama. Vessels entering ‘he 
canal ports are granied free entry 
to the ports of Colon and Panama, 
anc vessels from the latter port ex- 
tend the same privileges, Complete 
jurisdiction is granted the United 
States in the harbors of Colon ind 
Panama as to sanitation and auar- 
antine regulations Panama redu- 
ces her rate of postage to two cents, 
ana is te furnish all stamps in “the 
republic and in the canal zone.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
ana 26, which has not been tome- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 


lets for ssttiers, or for other pur- 
pests, mag be homesteaded upon by 
ang person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ome quarter sec~ 
tion, of 160 acres ,mors or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Miniater of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the looal agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.60 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visionag of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under ons of the following 
plans: 

(1) A€ least six months’ residence 
apen and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of threes 


years. ; 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to eb« 
taining patent, may be satisfied by. 
such person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
eribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resie 
dence prior te sbtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vieintiy of the first 
bomestead. 

(4) If the settler hag his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements cf this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by, 
residence upon saia apd. 

The term “vicinity used above ig 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjeining or cernéering town- 
ship. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
previsions of Clauses 2, 2, or 4, mua 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings fer their accommodatiun, 
aspen 30 acraz of hia homestead, 
and have besides 80 acros gs 
nto aera 

The privilege of a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlers 
only who cempleted the duties upon 
their first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on er before the 2nd 
June, 1889, 

ae ng er who faile tg 
comply wi the requirementa of the 
homestead law ig liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land muy be 
again thrown open for etry, 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be 
fore the loca! agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead luspecter. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Landa, at Ottawa, of big intsntion 
to da so.
